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whereirr^aid cysteine residues are identified in SEQ ID NO:4. 




Claim 4 has been amended to more clearly claim the invention and to correct the 
omission of a period. A VERSION WITH MARKINGS TO SHOW CHANGES MADE is 
attached in which deletions are shown within brackets and additions are underlined. 

In the Notice from the Office, the Examiner objects to the omission of the reference to a 
SEQ ID NO: identifier in Claim 4. This reference has now been added.
